cottages. 

One of these cottages belonged to Dolan, 

the master and owner of the Rift, There, 

oatensibly, he carried on the trade of a fish- 
orman, and there was rather an ostentatious 
display of black-looking nots hanging over 
the fence of the noglectod garden. cou 
slo of well-formed and perfectly seaworthy

It was notoften that smoke curled op

Unexplored Oanada 
No account of the unoxplored rogions of 


the 
considerable part of our own country. Prof. 
orge Low, of the Canadian Ged 
Survey, has mado a trip from Winnipeg 
Hudson's Bay, and says that the oxisting 
maps of that’ district are root, boing 
based on descriptions given by Indians, 


was accomplished in birch canoes paddled 
by Indians, Until tho height of land was 
reached w Nl los the dire: or-ahed 
of Hudson's Bi om thatof Lake Winnipeg, 
the country was an immense tract of rocks, 
with scarcely any vegetation. When tho 
Hudson Bay slope was reached, the country 
became much more fortilo, 

‘Tho party, arriving at the source of Berens 
River, which flows westward into Lake 
Winni soon found the source of the 
Severn, which flows castward into Hudson's 
Bay. ‘Tho xconery here became beautiful 
About one hou il milos down this river 
from its source Prof, Low's party discovered 
four or five largo lakes, about sixty miles in 
width. Tho land within a radius of eighty 
or ono hundred miles of those lakes is fino 
farming-land, and it was found that the 
frost would not prevent the raising of cropa, 

The country from the mouth of the Severn 
to tho Berens River, and to Fort Trout on 
the Swan River, has nover been explored, 

Low says that there ina tract oight 
hundred and thirty miles across from Lako 
Winnipog to Hudson's Bay which no white 
man hasover traversed. In this region thoro 
are groat numbors of deor and cariboo, but 
amall gamo ta vory scarco,

The Divisions of the Year, and Their His- 
torio Significance, 

Tho names and duration of the months, 
as we use them, were settled upon in the 
time of Julius Cesar, 461, ¢., who corrected 
the calendar as he found it, with the aid 
of the philosopher Sosigenes. He has 
givon us ameasure of the year which scems 
to be ns near perfect as the subject seems 
capable; i. ¢., the Julian period. 

Dividing the year into twelve, he gaye 
thirty-one days’ to every sccond month, 
beginning with January, and thirty days 
to the intervening months, except Febru- 
ary, which was left with twenty-nine; but 
this month was given tho extra day every 
fourth year, 

But as errors cropped out, such as the 
multiplication of hours and minutes, not 
possible to be added to the month, Popo 
Gregory, in 1582, made the month ten days

Not wishing to be out- 
done by Julius Cusar, he ndded a day to the 
next month, which hitherto had but thirty, 
taking it from February, the one month that 
could least afford it, 

September, the seventh ; October, the 
eighth ; November, the ninth, and Decem- 
ber, the tenth month, are taken from the old 
Alban calendar, that had but ten months, 
This was changed by Julius Cwsar, who 
added two more divisions of the year, but 
retained some of the old names of the months. 

The twolye constellations of the Zodinc 
were invented by Hipparchus, an astronomer 
and mathematician of Bithynia, Greece, who 
died in the year 125 .n,c.

Fresh Fruit by Freezing. 


It has been generally supposed that the 
freezing of fruit renders it worthless, Under 
certain vonditions it may be trae, but a new 
trade lately developed in this city hy Messrs 
Hart & Tuckwell proves that frait can be 
frozen anil not suffer any depreciation in 
flavor, The modus operandi is os follows 
As soon as gathered the fruit is stored in re 
frigerating houses and frozen, and thos will 
keop any length of time. When wanted for 

je it may be thaweil as required 
thin condition has the nadvantoge of not be 
ing injured in course of shipment, The 
fruit sent up here from Dalhousie, N. B., 
consists of blueberries, wild strawberribs, 
gooseberries and cranberries; and these are 
in splendid condition. The experiment was 
tried in a limited way last y.

More thao all this, the attention of British 
froit dealers has heen specially called to our 
fruitsyand those who hava heretofore pur- 
chased on commission are now anxious to 
pay cash for all shipmenta made by our frnit 
growers, thus bringing them into closer con- 
tact with the consumer, which will have the 
effect of putting into our pockets the profits 
of middlemen, 

Sarely we cannot be accused of exaggerat- 
ing the quality of our fraits when we present 
the following resclution passed after careful 
inspection by so high an authority as the 
Fruit Committee of the Royal Agricultural 
Society of England 

* Having inspected the extensive and at- 
tractive exbibition of hardy fruits, compris 
ing apples, pears, grapes, ete., from the sev- 
eral fruit-growing Provinces of the Domin- 
ion of Canada, the Committee desire to ex- 
press the great gratification they derived 
from the opportunity of sceing the fine 
growth and bigh color ot the majority of the 
specinens. Mavy varicties were tasted and 
found excellent, more especially the tender. 
fleshed apples. In comparing some well- 
known varie ies that haye long been in cul- 
tivation in Great Britain the Canadian apples 
are found to differ in that rich flavor which 
is peculiar to some of the British apples 
The Committee is aware that some samples 
of fruit were gathered before maturity in or- 
der to be presented at this Exhibition,” 

There is hardly any limit to the extent to 
which our frnit. trade may be developed. 
Inquiries and orders have come in from Nor- 
way and Sweden, and even little Denmark, 
who is getting so jealons of us on account of 
our rivalry with her in the English butter 
markets, is noticed amongst the inquirers for 
bur froit, Not less bright are our prospects 
of an extensive trade with Germany, ludia, 
Australia and other countries, not only for 
fresli fruits, but also for our evaporated 
fruits anil yegetables. 

‘The prospevts being 80 encouraging now is 
the time for our farmers and fruit growers 
to take courage and act according to the in- 
ducements placed before them. In many lo- 
calities orchariis may be a specialty, and 
there is no reason why almost every farmer 
should not have a few acres under orchard, 
Only the most markete rieties should 
be selecte:!, for thi ean be little or no pro 
fit in gathering a few apples here and there 
ovor a large extent of territory. No matter 
how good the varieties good samples cannot 
be produced without managing the orcbard 
properly, without paying strict attontion to 
pron ultivating and manuring, Iti the

It is not, after all, the ‘‘cold’ that is so 
much to be feared as the antecedent con 
ditions that give the attack a chance of 
doing harm. Some of the worst colds hap 
pen to those who do not leave the house, or 
oven their beds; and those who are most ex- 
posed to changes of temperature, and who, 
by good sleop, cold bathing, and regular 
habits preserve tho tone of their nervous 
system and circulation. 

Probably a good many chills are contract- 
odat night or at the fag endof the day, 
when tired people get the equilibrium of 
their circulation disturbed by cither over 
heated sitting-rooms or underheated bed- 
rooms and beds. This is especially the 
case with elderly people. In such cases, 
the mischief is not done Instantancously, or 
in a single night. It often takes places in- 
sidiously, extending over days or even 
weeks. It thus appears that “ taking cold" 
isnot by any means asimple result of a 
lower temperature, but depends largely on 
personal conditions and habits alfe: 
especially the nervous and muscular energy 
of the body.—LondonLancet.

tion. It would certainly be difficult to

Fruits and grains 
are as much superior to the vegetarian dict 
as it is to the commonly accepted one, 
Good building material, with care as to 
quantity, and a daily bath with tho usual 
exercise, will relegate these diseases to re- 
mote parts, We must learn to live, then 
we shall be exempt from all illness,

So with our food-supply. If we eat in 
madislanesnicderattontol properly selected 
food, it is capable of being changed into the 
highest form of vitalized tissues, affording 
energy for the muscles and mental force for 
the nerves. But, if the food be take 
too large quantity, itis, not only insuffi- 
ciently endowed with vitality derived from 
the vital fluids while sleeping in the stom- 
ach and the oxygen of the air taken into the 
lungs, but the vicious excess clogs up the 
minute capillaries and loads the blood with 
impurities which endanger not only the 
health, but the life of the individual ; thus 
becoming an avalanche of destruction to all 
of the possibilities of life. Our health, our 
enjoyments, our power to help our friends, to 
help ourselves, and, ultimately, our very 
lives.‘ Too much food” should be written 
down as emphatically the course of ill 
health ; and ‘‘abstemiousness” the proper 
remedy for all the diseases to which weak 
and erring humanity is heir—asimple and 
inexpensive, though most efficient remedy. 


Pure Air at Night. 


The season of the year is now here in 
which doors and windows are usually clos- 
ed, and the matter of pure air becomes one 
of serious importance. During the day, the 
air of living-rooms is pretty certain to be 
changed more or less by the frequent open- 
ing of outside doors. During tho night,

which the system has been subjected. This 
accounts fora very large part of the colds 
and other forms of rye wretchednees of 
which a good many complain at this season 
CL tHe your anid whlshiseroral ln rily aserib- 
ed to the change of season. The system is 
filled with impuritios as a result of defici 
ent oxygenation of the blood, and so tho 
body becomes inn high degree susceptible 
to all causes of vital disturbance, Tho re 
coption of a few fover germs is all-sufliciont 
to bring on a violent illness, by setting fire 
to the fever-feeding material with which the 
tissues are filled asthe result of deficient 
air cleansing. 
Ventilation of living-rooms is of rent 
importance at all times, but the supply of 
anample amount of frosh air to sleeping 
rooms ix doubly important during the 
hours of sleep.

Russia's Ambition. 


There can be little donbt that the disturb. 
ances which have marked events in Bul 
garia during the pent weeks are an incident 
of the ancient ambition of of Russia to get 
possossion of Constantinople. Those who 
read the history of Russia during the past 
forty years will perceive that she has been 
almost continuously, in one way or another, 
aiming at this prize, 

It isa Russian tradition that the Czar, 
Peter the Great, who really built up the 
resent empire, and made it a European, 
instead of an Asiatic State, left his will 
an injunction upon his success to at 
tempt by every means to acquire the Turk 
ish capital. Many pocple doubt if Peter 
over Wyadle'guek'at will! Hutt ts quite cor 
tain that his successors have acted as if it ex 
isted, and as if they wore resolved to obey 
its command. 

The ambition of Russia to make Constan 
tinople a Russian city, is the key, probably, 
to all her foreign policy and military move- 
ments, 

She entered upon the Crimean War, and 
thon upon the war of 1877, with tho resolute 
purpose of cosquering the Turk, and rais- 
ing aloft the Russian doubled-headed eagle 
on the banks of the Bosphorus, In both 
cases she failed, owing to the opposition, 
mainly, of Great Britain, There are many 
persons Who think that the Russian advance 
in Central Asia towards India is lly 
meant to overawe and checkmate the Eng- 
lish, and by threatening the English empire 
in the East, to make England powerless to 
resist the conquest of Constantinople, 

It is this ambition of Russia to obtain 
the ancient seat of the castern Roman em- 
pire which leads her to interfere so often 
and so persistently in the affairs of the little 
States which lie between the Russian front- 
jer and the dominions of the Sultan. 

She asserts that she freed the Bulg 
from Turkish tyranny 
this she regards as entitling her to say how 
and by whom Bulgaria shall be ruled. The 
Bulgarian Prince, Alexander, showed signs 
of wishing to make his principality a really 
independent State; and Russia, fearing to 
love her hold there, caused Alexander to 
abandon his throne, 

Now that he has abdicated, Russia seems 
determined to decide iu fact,— though under 
the treaty of Berlin she cantiot do so except 
in concert with the other Powers, 6 
shall be his successor, The ( even op 
posed the selection of Prince Waldemar, of 
Jenmark, the Czarina’s own brotlie 

the place, apparently more because he was 
the choice of the Dajeeeian Parlianent than 
because the Czar distrusted the Prince. 

The other small kingdoms, Roumania, 
Servia and Greece, were formerly very 
friendly to Russia, But the events of the 
past ten years have arroused in them all am- 
jitions which are inconsistent with those of 
the Czar. They now look with dread upon 
the prospect of the extension of the great, 
despotic empire of Russia to the Bosphorus 
and the Agean ; and feel that their own ey 
istence as independent kingdoms wonld x 
endangered by such an event. 

Meanwhile, we cannot doubt that Russia 
purpose is always and resolutely the same 
as it has been for two hundred years. As 
the Sultan’s power becomes more and more 
feeble, as he sinks more hopelessly in debt, 
as his Government becomes more corrupt and 
incapable, the impatience of Russia to nb- 
sorb Evropcan Turkey becomes evidently 
greater. 

It is certain that what has prevented 
Russia during the last three months from 
once more pushing her legions across the 
Pruth, and speeding them towards the Bal 
kans ina march of conquest, has been the 
restraining influence of Germany, added to 
the fear that another great alliance in op- 
position to her ambitious aim might be 
made in Europe. 

Russia w atcha and waits for a golden (4 
portunity to come. When she has money 
and men enough, when matters are ripe 
among the Balkan States, when Germany is 
uo longer hostile to her design, when she 
sees no reason to fear the arms of England 
or of Austria, then, we may be eure, the 
errand which failed in 1854, and again in 
1877, will be onco more entered upon.

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Ruined by Strikers, 


The failure the other day in Boston of one 
of the largest New England boot and shoo 
manufacturers is calculated to make thought- 
ful people pause and reflect. The failure is 
significant because it was due not to specu- 
lation or defalcation, but simply to the in- 
ability of a thoroughly competent and con- 
scicntious business man to conduct his large 
factory at the dictation of his employees, 
For three yeara previous the proprietor had 
been laboring under great disdyantages, 
being compelled to pay larger wages than 
the business would warrant, but which he 
was unable to reduce owing to the fact of 
his workmen being under th control of the 
labor agitators of the country. 

Mr. Martin has, according to unprojudiced 
report, been onc of the most liberal employ- 
ers of labor, and always manifested a con- 
scientious concern for the welfare of his 
men. On several occasions, when trade was 
dull, rather than close down the factory or 
reduce the men, he had made up stock 
ahead, There was, of course, considerable 
risk in doing this, as prices might have de- 
creased and a serious Te been entailed. 

It appears that the causes leading to the 
failure were really the result of the efforts 
of the firm to give employment to all their 
men during the months of last winter, 

Mr. Martin states that a year ago he had 
an interview with the foreman of his largest 
factory, which isin the town of Hudson, 
where he has been manufacturing about 
3,500 pairs of shoes naar giving Cate 
ment to between 400 and 500 persons. He 
asked his foreman to call together the men 
who were idle and ask them if they would 
consent to return to work at 10 per cent. less 
than they had been receiving. The men 
declined the offer and Mr, Martin, after 
consideration, from motives of humanity, 
said that he would make another effort and 
would put the men to work at the former 
prices rather than Jot them suffer during the 
winter months, He stocked up in his store 
at No, 12 High-st., Boston, 150,000 pairs of 
boots and shoes, and waited for the spring 
trade to enable him to dispose of this large 
stock. When trade opened he mado a con- 
tract to deliver 5,000 cases of shocs in the 
West, but as soon as his men learned of it, 
they demanded another increase, This com- 
pellod him to fill the contract at a loss. 

“Tt is simple folly,” he says, ‘for aman 
to attempt to run his business at the dicta- 
tion of others, and the laboring classes will 
learn by and by that the demagogues who 
urge them on to demand more than the 
manufacturers can afford to pay are not their 
friends. The fact is, I believe that a crisis 
is near at hand when this bad system will 
be broken up, and men will see that if they 
would consult their own interests, they 
must have some respect for the interest of 
their employers.”

The following extracts from a letter pub- 
lished in the Campbellford H-ra/d of la-t 
week, and written by Mr J. E. Crane, will 
be fonnd interesting.

I left New Westminster at seven o'clock on 
Saturday morning (11th Dec.) and it woul 
have been impossible for it to have rained 
harder than it did then, and it continued 
wet all the way down the Fraser River uatil 
we got out into the Gulf, whon we had fin 
weather for the reat of the trip home to Vic- 
toria. 

T have been away from Victoria three 
times since I have been here, for three o1 
four days at a time and I can assure you i 
ia a relief to get back to Victoria where one 
feels at @iome, as it is @ most beautiiul place 
and its inbabisants are a kind and hospitabl: 
eople, although some of them do not take 
very readily to strangers. Flowers bloom 
perpetually i Victoria, * * The at- 
mosphere when not wet is balmy and invig 
orating, and the suo is warm and bright. 
The lawns and fields on Dec. 24th are car 
peted with the brightest and most luxuriant 
green, Scarlet verries are hanging on th 
mountain-ash and the pyracanthys and the 
Christmas holly are brilliant in their dr 
of scarlet and green I believe in no othe 
part of the world in the same latitude car 
the same wealth of natural beauty be seer 
in the middle of December, or I might say 
on Christmas day. 

Young men, and even old men, make r 
great mistake in coming to this country 
looking for soft levth, as there are dozens 
here waiting for months for just such berths, 
and finally have bad to take to the pick and 
Eovel for a living, for a man cannot live 
long here without work, as living is very 
high. Board and lodging such as you woul 
get in Campbellford for $12.00 and $15.00 
month, would cost, at the least, $30.00 here 
and to one accustomed to drink 25 cent: 
will go as far in Campbellford as 75 cents 
will here. There ix no such thing as a & 
cent piece in use here, It ix two drinks fo 
25 cents at the least, and 25 cents a siu 
drink in some places. No. boys and men 
that drink, don’t come to this country. I 
a man has a sitnation goaranteed him hefors 
leaving home, let him come, he will do wel 
here, as wages are high, The following i 
about the average paid: carpenters, black 
smiths, $2.50 to $3.50 per day; labcrers 
$1.50 to $2 00; stone cutters, stone masons. 
and bricklayers, $4.00 to $5.00; cabinet 
makers and upholsters, $3.00; painters $2 
to $3.00; tailors $2.50 to $3.00; waugon 
makers $3.00 to $4.00; tinamiths $2.50 tr 
$3.00; wood turners $2.50 to $3.00; but re 
member that it often happens that certain 
kinds of skilled labor are in fnll supply both 
on the railway works and in the general in 
dustries. Farm laborers are envaged by th 
month, and are paid from $20.00 to $35 00 n 
month with board and lodying, The above 
information I got from mechanics and labor

er spoons in their mouths, t hey had 
to learn by actual experience, equally with 
the humblest seaman, how to splice a rope 
or box the compass, And thus it is in the 
ordinary walks of life, Not more sense- 
loss was King Canute’s commayd to the 
ocean than is the too prevalent expectation 
that a special freak of fortifne will bridge 
the chasm between ignorance and know- 
ledgo, and afford a loop-hole for a genius (?) 
to prove his superiority over sublunary 
mortals, 

History repeats itself, and he is a wise 
man who cannot learn by the experience of 
others, As the lighthouse warns. the mari- 
ner of the hidden rock or dangerous shoal, 
so the failures of the past should act as 
beacons to those who anxious to avoid 
the pit holes which constantly beset their 
pathway.

No 
cross, nocrown. While itis certain that 
everyone who starts in pursuit of wealth or

ever thy hand findeth to do, do it with all 
thy might,” and are guided by honor and

How to Take a Bath. 


There is a right and a wrong way of taking 
abath, The wrong way may result in evil, 
but the proper mode of bathing is sure to 
bring bencht, A separate bath-tub is not 
essontial in taking a good sponging. For 
healthy persona, who nre accustomed to a 
daily bath, cold water would be best on ac, 
count of its invigorating influences. Those, 
who can take a bath only once « week, had 
better use warm or tepid water, as it cleans 
¢s the body more thoroughly. In using 
warm water caution should’ be taken, to 
avoid contracting The best way is to 
sponge the body with cold water immediate: 
ly after the warm has been applied ; have a 
coarse crash towelat hand and rub the body 
thoroughly until a flush and glow appears 
all over the surface. 

Awarm bath should not be taken ina 
cold room. Itis well to have the tempor 
ature of the water correspond somewhat 
with that of the room, If the bather has no 
tub, but morely uses the sponge and bowl, 
groat care should be taken to avoid exposing 
niuch of one's person ata tinic. Beginning 
at tho head, sponge but a portion of the 
body ata tine; raband dry the moistened 
part, and continue this plan until the bath 
completed. Especially do wo advise this 
method, when the combined, warm and cold 
bath is taken, We would Iny somo stross 
on the advantage of using cold water, It in 
much superior as a guard. against cold, 
Weakly or invalid people should be wartied, 
however, against using cold water if their 
aystom is not vigorous ¢ bust enough to 
withstand its sudden influen If it gives 
a shock to the ayatom, the bather must de 
sist atonce. But if a pleasurable feoling is 
experienced and a glowing sensation follows, 
it is always tho sign of a healthful and suc 
coasful bath; no fear of taking cold need 
thon be entertained,

degree. ‘The new ingredients in the im- 
proved glass are phosphoras and boron, 
and the difference between the new. and 
the old glass is foundin the refraction of 
light. With the old glass the full power of 
the microscope was the discernment of one 
five-hundred-thousandth partof an inch, 
anc with the new glass itis claimed that 
the one two-hondred-and-four-million-seven- 
hundred-thousandth part ofan inch can be 
distinguished. 

There is more ina heap of coal than most 
persons are aware of. Besides gas, a ton of 
gascoal will yield 1,500 pounds of coke, 20 
gallons of ammonia water, and 140 pounds 
of coal tar. Destructive distillation of the 
coal tar gives 69°6 pounds of pitch, 17 pounds 
of creosote, 14 pounds of heavy oils, 9°5 
pounds of naphtha yellow, 6°3 pounds ‘of 
naphthaline, 4°75 pounds of naphitho), 24 
pounds of alizarine, 2:4 pounds of solvent 
naphtha, 1°5 pounds of phenol, 12 pounds 
of aurine, 1*1 pounds of aniline, 0°77 pound 
of toludine, 0.46 pound of anihracine, and 
0-9 pound of toluenc. From the last named 
substance is obtained the new product known 
as saccharine, which is said to be 230.times 
as sweet as the best cane sugar.

The American *“ War” upon 
Canada, 


A special despatch to the Witness, dated 
Ottawa, Jan, 25th, says:—Quite a stir was 
caused in ministerial circles here, this morn- 
ing, by the receipt of the intelligence that 
the United States Sewate had passed the re 
taliation resolution which provides that in 
the event of Canada continuing to prevent 
American’ vessels from enjoying ordinary 
transit facilities the President should be 
authorized to prohibit transit through the 
United States or territorial waters thoreof 
from point to point in Canada or from Can- 
ada to the ocean of any engines, cars, yoods 
or vesse's. proceeding from Canada. Cou- 
sidering the attitade assumed by the United 
States ip regard to the fishery matter this 
action was vot altogether unexpected, If 
the resolution be brought into eflect its pro- 
visions are 80 sweeping that all commercial 
intercourse between the two countries, at 
least by lexitiunate channels, will be aunihi 
lated.

While all failures in germination cannot 
be attributed entirely to poor seed, there is 
no doubt that much seed is sown which has 
very little vitality. and in some cases, es- 
pecially grass, several varieties spring up 
where only one was expected. The seeds of 
weeds, too, are not uncommon in seed grain, 
and thus at a period in Canodian farming 
where there is so much interchange of grain 
for seeding purposes as the present, it is not 
a matter of surprise that we find’ weeds on 
the increase, both in regard to number and 
variety. Having made some tests in the 
germinating of seeds at the College during 
the past year, the results are now published 
with a hope that they may prove interestin, 
and instructive to the farmers of the Provy- 
ince.

3. The following method is mach more 
complicate than the preceding, and can 
only be adopted where the subject is made 
a study, This is tae apparatus us 
College. It consists of a hemispherical cop- 
per boiler one foot in diameter, fastened to 
the buttom of a gulvavized iron pan, two 
feet wide, four feet long and five inches 
deep.

In the way of actual informa- 
tion, this ifiteresting statement appears to 
depend exclusively upon the fact that the 
German trains running through Delgium 
continue to be managed by German guards 
instead of changing guards as at other fron- 
tiers.” 
Dr. Blowitz, the Paris correspondent of 
the nea, positively confirms his recent 
statement that Russia and Germany have 
concluded a direct alliance. Dr, Blowitz 
says that by the terms of this alliance Rus- 
ia binds herself to remain neutral in the 
‘ent of a war between France and Ger- 
many, and Germany binds herself to remain 
eutral in the event of a war between Rus- 
sia and Austria. He further says that, 
while there can be no doubt about the exist- 
ence of this Imperial compact, there are two 
storics as to the manner in which the treaty 
vas effected. One is that it was negotiated 
irectly by the Czar and Emperor William 
pnapen personal correspondence. The 
other is that Prince Bismarck and M, de 
Gieis contrived the alliance by personal dis- 
cussion.

Rustem Pasha, the Turkish Ambassador 
to England, has asked the Earl of Iddes- 
leigh, who is the British Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, whether the English 
Government inspired the articles in 
the London press, urging the Porte to join 
England and Austria, and not Russia, on 
the Bulgarian question. Lord Tddesleigh 
has replied, referring the Porte to the liber- 
ty enjoyed by the English press, declaring 
that the articles made the basis of the en- 
quiry had not been inspired, although, he 
added, the Government and the majority of 
the English people shared the views expres 
ed by the press. Sir’ Wm. White, British 
ambassador to the Porte, in answer toa 
similar request by Said Pasha, Turkish 
Minister of Foreign affairs, has made a 
statement substantially the same as that of 
Lord Iddesleigh. 
TURKEY PREPARED TO ACT WITH THE POWERS, 


USSIA 


The Porte believes that Turkey would 
makea false step if she acted with Russia 
alone, and is now secking a solution of the 
Bulgarian difficulty that shall be in accord 
with the general wish of all the powers. No 
definite action, however, will be taken until 
the return to Constantinople of Gadban 
Pasha, the special Turkish envoy to Bul- 
garia, whose arrival is awaited.

It behooves the country 
housewife then to study ways and means not 
only for emergencies, but to ma r home 
attractive for her children, herself, and 
tnose who go out into the ficld or the work 
shop to bear the burdens of the day. Hay 
ing knowledge, the next almost equally in 
portant acquisition must be method in weir 
that knowledge, no household can | 
serenely happy in which the dutics are pe 
formed irregularly and without good cheer. 
And this latter expression brings with it a 
suggestion. I can seeno reason why the 
cooking should pezpetually be relegated to 
ono individual, ‘unfess that person prefers 
the occupation to all others; nor why there 
should not be a change about in sweeping, 
dishwashing, washing and ironing, cooking 
and churning, thus making each member of 
the family thorough in many ways instead 
of being excellent in only one. A change 
about would be conducive to relieving the 
weariness of monotony complained of by 
so many workers, who tire of this branch or 
that branch in which they are always en- 
gaged. Nor need it in any wise interfere 
with method, because the change about 
should be as methodical in its regularity as 
tho washing and ironing, or any other branch 
of work, This, of course, could apply only 
to where there isa large family of daughters 
or other female relatives, their numbers in- 
creasing work and tedium without such 
change and division of labor. By m sys- 
tematic change of occupation, and wethod 
in carrying it out, country housekecpers es- 
pecially will find they can have time not 
only for homely needlework, but for the 
dainty and more interesting branches of 
work by which they can make their homes 
pleasing and attractive to their fathers, sons 
and brothers after the toils of the day. 
Books on cooking and housekeeping and 
fancywork are excellent in their way, and 
mash eae gleaned from them, but of 
necessity they go only from cover to. cover, 
and one has to wait for a new book for new 
recipes and suggestions. It is the pur- 
pose of this department toselect the best, 
and as far as possible to avoid recipes that 
are of little practical use to its readers; to 
ive information from time to time of new 
dishes or old that will meet the exigencies of 
special occasions. Snggestiona in certain 
portions ot the department will be given on 
other subjects connected with housekeeping, 
such, for example, as the selection and lay- 
ing of carpets; the buying of curtains and 
furniture ; the healthful arrangement of bed- 
rooms ; the treatment of beds and bedding, 
ctc, In addition to cooking proper, an im:

Ballantyne'’s father brought the 
boy to Fredericton and handed him over to 
the authorities and the boy was gaoled.

Practical Recipes. 


The following recipes have been chosen 
with a special vibw to palisios the materials 
ordinarily at hand in country houses : 

CreAMED Parsni’s.—Boil tender, scrape, 
and slice lengthwise. Put over the fire with 
two tablespoons of butter, pepper and salt, 
and alittle minced parsley. Shake until the 
mixture boils. Dish the parsnips, add to the 
sauce three tablespoons of cream in which 
has been stirred a quarter spoonful of flour. 
Boil once, and pour over the parsnips. 

Porato Croquettrs.—Pare, boil, and 
mash smoothly about six good-sized pota- 
toes. Add one tablespoon of batter, two- 
thirds of a cupful of hot rich milk or cream, 
the whites of two eggs well beaten, salt and 

spper to taste. When cool enough to 
Panto work into shape, roll in egg and 
broad crumbs, and fry in nico, wholesome 
hot lard. 

Brrrs.—Clean these nicely, but do not 
pare them, leaving on a short piece of tho 
stalk to retain the coloring and sweet juices 
of tho vegetable. Young beets will cook 
tender in an hour ; old beets require several 
hours’ boilin When done, skin quickly 
while hot, slice into your roperalla dish, put 
on salt, pepper and a little butter, and they 
aro then ready for the table. 

Parsnus Frip in Burren.—Scrape tho 
paranips and boil gently forty-five minutes. 
When cold, cut in long slices about one-third 
of an inch thick. Season with salt and 
popper. Dip into melted butter and thon 
into flour. Frave two tablespoons of butter 
in tho frying pan, nnd ax soon as hot, put in 
enough parsnips to cover tho bottom, Fry 
brown on both sides, and serve ona hot dish. 


To Roast A Ge Having drawn and 
ai dd the goose, wipe out the inside with a 
clean white cloth, and sprinkle in some op 
por andxalt, Make a stuffing of four good 
sized onions, minced fino, and half their

up. It will require from two hours to two 
anda half to roast, Bast it at firat with « 
little salt and water, and Chen own 
ravy. ‘Tako off tho paper whon tho goose 
fate aa andd aan t with a little flour 
toward the last, Having parboiled the liver 
tho hoart, chop them and put them into 
tho gravy, which must bo akimmed woll ond 
thickened with a little browned flour. Send 
apple annice to table. with tho oon, also 
mashod potatoos.
